DAMAGE FROM SLEET. 


nosiness Section of Little Rock a 
Scone of Desolation. 


HALF MILLION LOSS 


fiv e I lichee of Sleet Caused Roote of 
Buildings to Give W ay-Trees aud 
Telegraph Poles Collapsed 
Under the Weight. 


Little Rock, Jan. 30.—The heaviest 
losses ever sustained In Little Rock 
from a like cause Is the result of the 
terrible storm of sleet and cold and 
rain which has prevailed here for the 
past, three days, culminating Tuesday 
sight. 
The business section of the city is 
a scene of desolation, and business men 
■on every hand are mourning heavy 
losses that cannot be recovered by in­ 
surance. 
The estimated damage will 
exceed $500,000, including loss to bus­ 
iness. 
In many instances the loss has not 
yet attained its limit, and continued 
damage will occur where the accumu­ 
lated snow and sleet is not removed 
from the roofs of buildings. 
In ad­ 
dition to the damage by water in the 
stores, Main street suffering more than 
any other part of the city, residences 
and dwellings all over town are more 
or less damaged. 
Added to this, in some parti? of the 
city the telegraph and telephone poles 
are all down, pulling trees and wires 
with them, and forming 
a congealed 
mass of wreckage. 
Street cars were 
run regularly. 
The fall of sleet amounted to about 
live inches, heavy clinging sleet, that 
packed closely on the roofs and melt­ 
ed rapidly, finding its way through tin 
or graveled roofs with ease. 
Little Rock is practically shut off 
from the world. 
The Western Union 
lines are all down through the state, 
and there is not a line of that com­ 
pany out of the city. 
The Southern 
Telephone company reports a loss of 
125,000. 
The Little Rock 
Telephone 
company bas not a line operating in 
the city. 
Most of Its wires are brok­ 
en and many of Its poles are down. 
Crossed wires set fire to the office 
and the fire department was called out 
and the flames were rapidly extinguish­ 
ed. 
Fully 6000 shade trees were com­ 
pletely demolished.
